MONTAUK RESIDENTS REPORT 

HOAX PHONE CALLS 

Several residents of Montauk reported receiving 
hoax phone calls in the past week. The official- 
sounding calls informed residents that, due to 
rising sea levels, they would soon be forced to 
move out of the low-lying hamlet. According 
to police, the residents were further informed 
that the U.S. government had contracted with a 
private aerospace company to relocate Montauk 
residents to a space station to be launched in 
the spring of 2020, and that in order to reserve 
a spot on the space station they would have to 


provide a deposit of $25,000 per family member. 
“The callers attempted to get victims to relinquish 
credit card information for this so-called 
deposit,” says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “However, as everybody knows, Montauk 
residents will not have to pay any such deposit 
in order to get onto the space station. When the 
time comes, they will just be teleported directly to 
the station whether they want it or not. Don’t fall 
for this stupid hoax!” 


SEEING RED OVER BRICKS 

Protests erupted at a recent Hamptons Town 
Board meeting over what participants referred to 
as an “unauthorized paint job” of a brick building 
located in the Napeague shopping district. Police 
were called to monitor the situation and intervene 
if necessary. 

The building in question, 45 Main Street in 
Napeague, has a facade constructed of red brick, 
and, according to Brad Poston—an architectural 
historian who led the protests at the meeting—the 
building had stood for years in an unpainted state. 
“The natural red of the bricks was a integral part of 
Napeague’s commercial zone,” says Poston. “It fit 


with the historic character of the village.” In early 
December, however, the building’s owner decided 
to give the building a new look—and unwittingly 
provoked outrage in many quarters. 

“It’s yellow,” says Poston. “I don’t care what the 
fancy name for that color is—I call it yellow. And 
now it’s literally an eyesore.” Many protestors 
at the meeting agreed with Poston, as speaker 
after speaker rose to complain about having to 
wear sunglasses just to walk down Napeague’s 
Main Street. “It’s painful to look at it, and if you 
stare at it too long you're definitely going to get 
a headache,” said one protestor. “I can’t even go 
downtown anymore—it makes me sick!” 

Sam Litton, who was presiding over the meeting, 
was forced to shout to be heard over the protestors. 
To the dismay of many in attendance, he offered 
no recourse for the community. “In Napeague, 
we have no mechanism to prevent an owner from 
painting a building any color he or she chooses,” 
Litton informed them. “I suggest you buy some 
dark sunglasses and just deal with it.” &

WLNG Radio Should Be Declared a Historic Site

propose that the radio station WLNG in Sag 

Harbor be designated a historic place. I am not 
talking just about its studio on Redwood Creek. 
I am talking also about the sound that emanates 
from it. If the sound of some beautiful old church 
bells can be considered historic, as they are 
elsewhere in Sag Harbor, then the unique sound 
of WLNG radio should be, too. 

Historic to me means frozen in time. WLNG is 
that. It is frozen in time in the same way that the 
neon is on the movie theater in Sag Harbor, that 
the hobby horse in front of the 5 & 10 is frozen 
in time, the way the library and the whaling 
museum are frozen, all markers from the town’s 
wonderful past. 

The thing is, WLNG is not pretending to be an 
old-time rock-and-roll station from the .1960s. 
It WAS a rock-and-roll station from the 1960s. 
There were many of them then. And nearly all 
have changed. But WLNG refused. And what you 
hear, with the bells jangling, the all-female jingle 
quartet blasting out W-L-N-G followed by the

clang of a cowbell, with the birthday shout-outs 
for everybody and with its Swap & Shop show 
each morning for an hour beginning at 10 a.m.— 
well, that’s what we had back then. We even had 
back then this punched-up, excited reverb that 
was unmistakable. When WLNG started, there 
was no FM radio. There was only AM radio and 
it was loaded with static. The reverb cut through 
that. And it still does here. 

WLNG was sold on October 30. The buyer 
paid a reported $3.9 million—$525,000 for 
the station’s license and assets, $125,000 for 
the station’s tower on Millstone Road and 
$3.2 million for the waterfront property on which 
sits the studio. The buyer, a corporation headed 
by Sandra Foschi, has said it will simply continue 
along playing rock-and-roll music. Ms. Foschi 
owns the physical therapy business Health 
SOS and has no expertise about radio that I 
know of. But her husband does. Bill Evans is 
the longtime meteorologist for WABC-TV and 
has been on the air since the early 1980s. It 
seems this treasure could have been bought for 
him. Good. 
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Here are my recollections about WLNG. 

First of all, the idea for it came from a famous 
Montauk lobsterman and politician named 
Perry Duryea Jr. Duryea was the Speaker of the 
Assembly in Albany and was about as powerful 
in the state as his successors have been, for 
better or worse. Duryea in the late 1970s ran for 
governor against Governor Hugh Carey and lost. 
But before that, in 1961, he spoke to me about 
starting a radio station in Sag Harbor. Would I 
join him? 

Dan’s Papers was founded the year before, in 
1960, when I was 20. So this might have been a 
fair question. But I was not interested. Instead, 
Duryea partnered with Bob King, a businessman 
who ran an airline service out here called the 
Montauk Caribbean Airlines. And so, in 1963, 
it went on the air, with broadcaster Paul Sidney 
and soon thereafter Rusty Potz and Gary Sapiane 
handling the operation. Sidney and Potz spent all 
their efforts here for half a century, until Sidney 
passed away and Potz retired, and are, along with 
Sapiane, revered for the rock-and-roll station 
they began. 
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As for me, my first job in media was working 
for a rock and roll radio station in Rochester, New 
York. It was even before I started the paper. I was 
19, a sophomore at the University of Rochester, 
and I had found part-time work at rock-and- 
roll station WHAM in that city as the “Weekend 
News Editor.” 

This was four years before WLNG. And this 
station had the same reverb, the same recorded 
female quartet singing out the logo of the station. 
There were cowbells, sirens and doorbell sounds. 
And while the disc jockey played songs by the 
Moonglows, the Penguins, the Temptations and 
Jerry Lee Lewis, it was my job to keep an eye 
on the Teletype, read the daily paper and make 
phone calls. I had a list. I was, every hour, to call 
the police departments, the hospitals and the fire 
departments and type up the very latest as a two 
minute read, walk it into the disc jockey and hand 
ittohim. _ 

_ Seeing me coming—I’d be wearing a T-shirt 
and sneakers—the disc jockey would press a 
button. “And now,” a voice would say, “the four- 
man award-winning WHAM news team is on the 
air with the very latest.” Beep, beep, clang, clang. 

Well, the four-man award-winning news team 
_ was during the week. On weekends it was just me, 
a 19-year-old in a white T-shirt. 

There were just the two of us. Once an engineer 
came in to pick up keys to the WHAM Newswagon 
to drive it hundreds of miles to see how far it 
would broadcast. He’d call me. yim in Syracuse. 
Can you hear me? Yes. 

I’m in Albany. 

You're fading out in Albany. 

Thus came Rock-and-Roll Radio to WLNG. It 


was happening all over. It was nothing unusual 
for Sag Harbor to have it. 

Nine years into this, cowbell rock and roll 
stations began to change ownerships and become 
Country Western or All News All the Time. 
WLNG stayed the same. And it went on and on 
and on.

I’ve often wondered what all the whooping 
and hollering was supposed to accomplish. The 
closest I can come to answering this is to say that 
back then, in those early days, although the signal 
could travel 100 miles, AM radio was so staticky 
that sometimes you couldn’t make out what was 
being said. Maybe it was because the sound was 
all mid-range with no lows or highs, or maybe it 
was just a goofy way to make a lot of noise to get 
to be heard. Maybe it was just for fun. 

Honk, honk. It sure was. And it still is. 

By 1969, FM had come in. WLNG had to 
engineer that reverberation sound now on FM. A 
firm in North Carolina did it for them. Turn the 
dial. There was no mistaking WLNG. And I think 
it was Paul Sidney and the others who told Bob 
King just not to change it. And he didn’t. 

People had transistor radios back then. You’d 
listen to music at the beach. But when the power 
went out in a storm, WLNG would speak over 


those radios and tell everybody everything would 
be okay and just stick it out. They did this even 
when the water from the creek overflowed the 
bulkhead in front of the studio and got ankle- 
deep in the studio itself. Once, during a storm, 
they smelled what seemed like wires burning and 
they went off the air for 10 minutes to discuss 
it. Maybe they'd get zapped, but the hell with 
it, the news had to get out. The worst of it was 
Superstorm Sandy. But even that couldn’t knock 
them down. They were, and are, beloved. 

I listened to Swap & Shop the other morning. 

Gary Sapiane: Hello, this is Swap & Shop, 
you're on the air. 

Voice: Yeah, I have some stuff. Uh. What was 
it? Oh yeah. I have this piece of Plexiglas, it’s 
about 14 inches by 18. And I want $10 for it. And 
I have some other things. 

Gary Sapiane: What other things? 

Voice: Can’t remember. Uh, you take firearms? 

Gary Sapiane: No. ° 

Voice: Uh... 

Gary Sapiane: Why don’t I just give out your 
name and your phone number, and people could 
call you up directly and you could tell them. 

_ Voice: Well now, youre getting a little 
aggressive. But I'll let that pass. 

Gary Sapiane (to somebody else): Hello and 
welcome to Swap & Shop, you're on the air. 

Here is reality in old Sag Harbor. Long Wharf 
is from about 1770. The Old Whalers’ Church 
is from the 1840s. The American Hotel is from 
the 1850s. The 5 & 10 is from the 1920s. The 
neon SAG HARBOR sign is from the 1930s. And 
WLNG is from the 1960s. 

Historic places all. Welcome to Sag Harbor. 
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When a Great White Shark Won't Let a Surfe

ne of my favorite movie theaters is the 
luxury coach of the Hampton Jitney, the 
Hampton Ambassador. You get on in New York 
City, buckle up into a comfortable seat, get 
rolling, and a film comes on all the movie screens 
that hang down from the luggage bays near and 
far. Sometimes the film is something you want 
to watch, sometimes not. If it’s up to your high 
standards, you plug the audio jack into the seat 
back in front of you and enjoy. The attendant will 
ply you with snacks and beverages, which include 
a choice of coffee, water, soda or red or white 
wine. She gives you a disposable hot towel. (You 
don’t get this in a movie theater. Not even in a 
home movie theater.) 
The next thing you know, you're pulling into 
the Omni in Southampton. 
A few weeks ago, I wrote a review of Die Hard 
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2 starring Bruce Willis, which I hadn’t seen since 
it came out all those years ago. I loved watching 
it again. This trip, according to the attendant, 
would feature something called The Shallows, 
which was released in 2016. I immediately looked 
it up on my phone while she was handing out 
reading matter to the people near me. The critics 
gave it a 60%. Rotten Tomatoes, 78%. 

“A mere 200 yards from shore, surfer Nancy 
(Blake Lively) is attacked by a great white shark, 
with her short journey to safety becoming the 
ultimate contest of wills.” 

Another Jaws knock-off. I decided not to watch 
it. [had a column to write—the weekly Hamptons 
Subway Newsletter column—and so I didn’t plug 
in. Usually when I start to write one of my stories, 
I go off into another world, and so indeed I did 
this time, but nevertheless, occasionally looking 
up to see how far out on Long Island we had 
gotten, I glimpsed up at the screen. 
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r Go Home 


Blake Lively, wearing a wetsuit, is an attractive, 
athletic young surfer riding some of the biggest 
waves the ocean has to offer. She’s out alone, 
which is never a good idea, the other two surfers 
she was with having gone in for the day. She’s 
only a couple of hundred yards out. Out of 
sight from her, behind one of the huge rollers, 
a 30-foot-long killer white shark attacks her, 
gashing her thigh. Amidst blood in the ocean, she 
swims away, but he’s chasing her. She scrambles 
up onto a large rock outcropping for safety and 
the shark can’t get her. 

I go back to my writing. When I look up again, 
she’s taken the earrings out of her pierced ears, 
the thin gold chain from around her neck, and 
she’s gritting her teeth in pain as she stitches up 
her wound to stop the bleeding. The sea crashes 
over her little rock island from time to time. The 
shark fin circles around. Using her left arm and 
her teeth, she rips off the right arm of her wetsuit 
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and wraps it around her thigh as a bandage. 

I go back to writing the Hamptons Subway 
Newsletter. This is the week before Christmas. 
There are plans to land Santa Claus by chopper 
onto the roof of the Hampton Subway Building in 
Hampton Bays in the middle of the night. They’ve 
set up spotlights on the lawn all around. 

The shark attacks. It has leaped up onto the 
rock outcropping and is floundering around 
awkwardly while Blake Lively hangs from the 
outcropping’s side, half in and half out of the 
water. The shark slides off and she scrambles 
back on, stands up and waves to a young man on 
shore. But he doesn’t see her. After looking at his 
watch, he drives off. The hairs on the back of my 
neck are standing on end. 

But I soldier on. The Newsletter is just 
600 words. I can get it done in a half-hour if I 
keep at it. But I look up again. The sun is going 
down in fast motion. Blake Lively is exhausted. 
Her face is filthy. Her hair’s a mess. She curls 
up in a fold of the outcropping and looks at her 
waterproof watch. Low tide will be in four hours. 
She sleeps. 

What I could do is type a little, watch a little, 
then type a little. It’s amazing, this movie. Blake 
Lively is no superhero. She is going to fight. But 
she will need to get lucky. I don’t need any audio 
to see what she is up to. Indeed, I decide I will 
not plug in. The Newsletter will slowly unfold, 
and the movie will slowly unfold, both in silence. 

“Wine, coffee or tea?” the attendant asks. Red 
wine, say I. Thisis scary. _ 

As it happens, there was this terrifying incident 
at a rock outcropping just offshore Montauk on 
December 10. Groups of harp seals gather on 
these rocks. The cliff overlooks them. You can 
park there and look down. It’s a tourist attraction. 
The surf pounds the offshore rocks, the seals 
bark, off to your left is the Montauk Lighthouse. 


hark attacks. It has leaped 
onto the rock outcropping and 
is floundering around awkwardly 
while Blake Lively hangs from the 
outcropping’s side. 


A woman, Zara Beard, who lives nearby to that 
cliff, was walking her dog that morning, when 
she saw a gray seal swim through the whitecaps, 
heading for the outcropping. No seals were on 
the outcropping. 

“All of a sudden, something came from 
underneath,” she told The East Hampton Star. 
It showed itself, something as big as a bus with a 
dark, black fin. And it attacked. 

“[The seal’s] entire body was bumped out of the 
water,” Zara reported. The seal made a terrible 
sound, and suddenly it was gone and there was 
blood all over the water. 

She called the authorities. 

In interviews later, biologists confirmed that 
what she saw could have been a hungry great 
white, although there was no confirmation 
because she didn’t take any pictures. Several 
smaller sharks had assaulted bathers on Fire 
Island this past summer. There have been what 
are believed to be killer shark attacks on Cape 
Cod up further north, but nobody died. 

Still, there was nothing to really worry 
about. Just be very careful, marine biologist 
Greg Metzger told the Star. “Be aware of 
your environment. You wouldn’t surf in an 


area where you see a lot of seals.” 

It’s first light. Blake Lively looks at her watch. 
She slides into the water and begins swimming 
and splashing as fast as she can toward shore. But 
there is the fin. He’s been waiting, and he heads 
right for her. She turns around, and just makes 
it safely back, climbing up just before he chomps 
and misses. 

I close the laptop cover. The Newsletter is half- 
done. The Subway Commissioner is announcing 
the awards given out for the best holiday 
decorations. I will finish it later. But I will not 
plug in. I watch the rest of the movie in silence. 

I will not reveal the ending. But I will say that 
toward the end, just as you think Blake Lively 
is going to get through, the shark, its mouth 
open to show its huge white teeth, suddenly 
leaps out of the darkness, and in the Jitney seat 


behind me, a man emits a huge gasp. 

Frank Mundus—a local shark fisherman 
in Montauk who had a gruff personality that 
exactly matched that of Quint, the character 
in Peter Benchley’s book Jaws who, along 
with Police Chief Brody, has the ultimate 
battle with a great white in shallow water— 
an event also in the Academy Award-winning 
movie. The book had the action set in the 
Hamptons, the movie on a non-existent island 
called Amity. 

There has never been a proper follow-up to the 
movie Jaws, at least until this one. And here, this 
brave young woman fights her vicious killer shark 
to the finish, with all the cunning, strength and, 
in the end, luck, imaginable. 

I recommend this movie. Maybe it’s even better 
with sound. ffi

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Litmus Test 


An Essay About Freedoms & Rights Under Trump

hen Donald Trump became president, 

there were those who said, and I was one 
of them, that as time went by, we the American 
people could lose our freedoms and watch our 
government drift into dictatorship. I think with 
two years gone, it’s time to have a look at how 
things are going. 

Here goes. 

i. Is there the right of free expression. of 
opinion and of opposition and criticism of the 
government of the day? 

ANSWER: Yes. There have been threats by 
Trump to tighten the ropes in this regard, both 
to the media and the judiciary, but so far it’s all 
been talk. This freedom remains unshaken. On 
the other hand, what we depend on to form our 
opinions have gotten very muddied. So many 
lies are presented as truth, and the man who is 
supposed to help us sort it all out is the biggest 


whopper-teller of them all. This is having an 
insidious effect and, if it continues on, it could 
lead us to bring our guard down. 

2. Have the people the right to vote out a 
government of which they disapprove, and are 
constitutional means provided to do so? 

ANSWER: Yes. There has been tampering with 
it, but no one in our judicial system tolerates 
it if it comes out into the open. It is one of our 
basic freedoms. 

3. Are the courts of justice free from violence by 
the executive and from threats of mob violence, 
and free of all association with particular 
political parties? 

ANSWER: Yes. Political parties in power have 
the right to choose who becomes a judge, and 
judges can be conservative or liberal, 

but they do not operate at the behest of any 
individual or political party. It is true that during 
the last administration, conservatives in Congress 
were able to manipulate levers to prevent a liberal 
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judge from being nominated to the Supreme 
Court. Yet Brett Kavanaugh, in his first outing, 
sided with the liberals. 

4. Is there a fair share for poor as well as 
for rich, for private persons as well as 
government officials? 

ANSWER: Yes and no. Government officials 
who try to enrich themselves are often brought 
down and punished, and the same thing can be 
said of the rich in the private sector. On the other 
hand, the poor are not getting their fair share, and 
the gap between the poor and the rich, already 
wide, is widening further. It long ago reached the 
stage where one person working cannot alone 
provide for his or her family without help. Wages 
being what they are, today it takes two. 

5. Is an ordinary working person who is striving 
to bring up a family free from the fear that some 
grim police organization under the control of 
a single party will tap him on the shoulder and 
pack him off to jail without a fair trial? 
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ANSWER: Yes and no. There is no secret police. 
But such guarantees are no longer assumed 
for those who snuck into this country without 
government approval. And ICE (Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement), if allowed to spin 
out of control, could expand and cross a line. 
Furthermore, bigoted threats and behavior are 
not being condemned by our President right 
away. It takes a push.

Thus, I think the basic freedoms that define 
America, in spite of the behavior of a particular 
person who has from time to time threatened 
them, is still holding up. It’s two years down and 
two to go. 

This is not to say that there are not great troubles 
in this land other than our basic freedoms. 

Don’t call them freedoms, though, call them 
“rights.” The first 10 Amendments to the U.S. 
Constitution are called the Bill of Rights. They 
are supposed to guide us. They give us the right 
to freedom of speech, assembly, worship and 
petition. They give us the rights to bear arms in 
order to maintain a well-regulated militia, a right 
to due process of law and a right to be free from 
self-incrimination and double jeopardy. 

Yet fights have arisen about these “rights.” 
Americans do not agree whether some should 
be left as is or modified. Worse, others seek to 
create new “rights,” particularly in the area of 
whatever it is that they want at the time. It could 
be anything. 

No, there is no right to shout “fire” in a crowded 
theater, or, as recently has been stated, to not 
have your neighbor build a house that blocks your 
view. It’s not a right. There is no “right” to be free 


from being bullied, or a “right” that the disabled 
have for a particular parking space. Nor is there 
a “right” to not have anything happen to you that 
upsets you. Things like this may be good things 
to pass as laws, but they are not rights. Shooting 
a person for being on your property without 
permission is not a “right.” A foreign-born person 
does not have a “right” to come to America by 
sneaking in. One of the most controversial rights 
being fought over is whether the right of a fetus to 
be born is equal to the right of a woman to choose 
to have that not happen. 

I leave it up to you to decide if that’s a right. 
And maybe over there, you, too.

Donald Trump, in high drama, has changed 
things, yes, but in my opinion he has not hit 
on our bedrock freedoms, at least not yet. It 
will not be over, however, until the fat lady (or 
to be politically correct, the weight-challenged 
lady) sings. 

He may soon face an alarming choice, though. 
As a sitting President, he is immune from criminal 
charges, but when he leaves office, he could be 
indicted for things he did before. 

He comes from a world where money changes 
hands freely and sometimes illegally. It’s a world 
of offshore bank accounts, money laundering, 
tax avoidance, investments where prices asked 
are lower than they should be and you buy the 
bargain and then sell high for the profit. Look 
at Mar-a-Lago. An elaborate palace owned by a 
fading, rich, old lady, it was put on the market 
for a song, and lucky Mr. Trump noticed it before 
anyone else and pounced. 

People in this Wild West world often get others 


to take the cash crunch if things go poorly. 
Trump did that with Trump University, as we all 
know, until forced, in the end, to pay off the poor 
schlubs who he screwed. Surely, being in such a 
business world is why Trump won’t reveal his tax 
returns. But why did he ever run for President in 
the first place? No one from this world has ever 
done this. Hubris? 

There’s no moral compass in high finance, 
except loyalty, as in keeping your word to the 
other foxes in the hen house. It’s not especially 
good training for being president. Indeed, as we 
have recently seen, those around the President 
are now going to jail for having done the illegal 
stuff others in the business do. 

When he gets out of office, he could be next. 

If my thinking is correct, Trump could be 
tempted into rousing the citizenry to help him 
declare himself President-for-Life. It would avoid 
these consequences. Just stay President until 
he dies.

hotographer Fred W. McDarrah, who died in 2007, 

is remembered for his work in The Village Voice, 
as well as his iconic series focusing on the art world. 
Some of these amazing shots of artists in their studios, 
taken from 1959 to 1975, are currently on display at 
the Parrish Art Museum in Water Mill and will be 
discussed in a talk led by the Parrish’s Chief Curator 
Alicia Longwell on January 11. 

McDarrah worked for The Village Voice as its first 
staff photographer and picture editor, and during that 
time took photographs exploring previously taboo 
or little-known topics, like gay rights, avant-garde 
theater, anti-war movements and more. He did all 
this while working on Madison Avenue! “Fred never 
left home without a camera. He had a day job in the 
sort of ‘Mad Men, Madison Avenue’ time, but he 
was very engaged with the culture and downtown, 
when Greenwich Village was [considered] downtown,” 
Longwell explains. “He had this habit of taking his 
35mm Nikon wherever he went, and he was always 
able to, lucky for us, take a picture.” 

Accompanying McDarrah’s portraits of artists are 
some works on paper by the artists he photographed, 
including pieces by Robert Motherwell and Norman 
Bluhm. “I looked specifically at artists we have 
in our collection. It’s been a very good response,” 
Longwell says. 

“The McDarrah estate thought that the Parrish 
would be a great locale [for the photos],” she continues. 
“We have a growing collection of photographs of 
artists in their studios. They’re a terrific complement 
to having [artists’] works on view.” Longwell believes 
McDarrah’s work humanizes the often-mythic vision 
of “the artist,” showing them in various states of work.

he holidays bring out so many fine foods 

and inspire so many annual do’s it can.be 
alittle overwhelming. Thus, in my considered 
opinion, I feel one should focus more on 
drinking. It helps everything go down, after 
all, from in-law-induced palpitations to 
your company’s nondenominational holiday 
party slash not-so-secret Santa exchange. 

Not that it’s all about the alcohol, it’s also 
about comfort. These days, as a seasonal 
alternative to my morning mint tea, I might 
toss a cinnamon stick or a coin of ginger 
into a pan of The Milk Pail’s apple cider, 
warmed gently, and savor it.

for yoga. With so many different kinds of yoga to 
practice, it’s almost impossible to pin down one exact, 
all-encompassing definition of the word “yoga.” But it’s 
all good. Here’s a non-exhaustive list of some different 
types of yoga, all of which can be found in some of the 
many yoga studios that dot the Hamptons. 


ASHTANGA 

In Buddhism the Eightfold Path is that which leads 
to nirvana, comprising eight aspects which must be 
practiced in order to attain that highest of goals. 
Ashtanga, in Sanskrit, means “eight limb path” and the 
synonymous style of yoga, created by yoga master Sri 
K. Pattabhi Jois, of Mysore, India, involves a physically 
demanding sequence of postures, which synchronizes 
breath and movement to produce an internal heat 
designed to purify the body. The demanding nature of 
Ashtanga means that it’s definitely not for beginners. 
Though, with its many vinyasas, it’s great for building 
core strength and toning the body. The ashtanga classes 
at One Ocean Yoga on the grounds of the Channing 
Daughters Winery, in Bridgehampton, follow the form 
of the primary series, offering modifications depending 
on the student’s level of mastery. 


FORREST YOGA 
Developed by Ana Forrest, Forrest Yoga addresses 
the physical, emotional and spiritual stresses and 
challenges of everyday living. According to Leslie 
Pearlman, one of only 10 Forrest Yoga Mentor Teacher 
and Guardians in the world, and owner of Good 
Ground Yoga in Hampton Bays—the only yoga studio

THERE ARE DIFFERENT TYPES OF YOGA—FIND A STYLE THAT SUITS YOU 


on the East End that’s primarily a Forrest Yoga studio— 
“Forrest yoga is an intensely physical and internally 
focused practice that combines introspection, deep 
breathing, lots of signature core work, heat building 
sequences, specific ‘basic moves’ like relaxing the 
neck, active hands and feet and holding poses to 
build strength and feeling within the body.” At its 
heart, Forrest Yoga is a therapeutic practice. Good 
Ground Yoga mainly offers two types of classes: 
Forrest Yoga classes and its signature Good Ground 
Yoga Flow classes—a Forrest Yoga—inspired vinyasa 
class developed by Pearlman herself. “The hallmarks 
of a Forrest Yoga class,” according to Pearman, “are its 
exceptionally trained teachers who teach authentically, 
honestly and responsibly.” The classes at Good Ground

Yoga help students find what their truth is in the 
moment and gives them space and permission to 
release their own emotional backlog. “And,” Pearlman 
adds, “the classes are fun! 


TYENGAR STYLE 

This style of yoga, based on Hatha yoga, was created 
by B.K.S. Iyengar, an Indian man credited with bringing 
yoga to the western world and making it accessible 
to every age and walk of life. What distinguishes 
Iyengar yoga is the high degree of attention paid to 
alignment. Poses are held longer than in flow-style 
classes, generally assisted by props. This helps cultivate 
strength, flexibility, stability and awareness. There’s an 
emphasis on movement, and learning to calmly abide 
in the body. While there’s no set sequence of poses in 
Iyengar, sequences often consist of groups designed to 
help students reach the peak pose of the class. 


RESTORATIVE 
Restorative yoga is all about exactly what you think: 
restoration. Particularly, it’s meant to focus on slowing 
down after a long day and relaxing your mind. A 
restorative sequence typically involved five or six 
poses, generally held for five minutes or more, many 
of which are easy and relaxing. Often, practitioners 
will hardly move at all during a restorative class. 
These classes. often utilize props in order to support 
the body and make holding the poses easier and more 
comfortable. Most restorative practices are based on 

the teachings of B.K.S. Iyengar. @&.
